TANFAKAN FAKK. 



Twelve miles from Sau Francisco, twenty 
miontej ride by the steam cars, there is now 
building one of the most bsantifal racotraiks 
in the west. Tanfaran Park it is called, and 



the name is both euphonious and reminiscent, 
being that of one of the early Spanish familiea 
who lived on end owned the land long before 
befcre it was ever dreamed that this western 
elope of the northern continent would be the 
brightest gem in the constellation of the United 
Stakes. Tanfaran Park is the property of the 
Western Tnrf Association, an organization of 
leading gentlemen and capitalists of San Fran- 
cisco, of which W. J. Martin is president, 
Charles F. Gardner vice-president and F. H. 
Green secretary. The property on which this 
track and buildings are being constiucted is 
close to San Hrnno station in San Mateo 
county, and consists of 150 acres of level land. 
Along the south and west sides of the tract are 
a line of beautifol and tall encalipti, which by 
a strange coincidence were partly planted by 
the hands of the secretary of this association 
when a joutb, his fatlier at that time owning 
the property. 

The track, which is now nearly completed, 
will be a regulation mile, but there will also be 
added a new feature ia the way of a straight 
away course of three-quarters of a mile, ex- 
tending dire-.:t from the grandstand for the nee 
of two-year-olds. Paddocks will be set apart 
and stables, carriags-houses aud the other 
ordinary appurtenances of the racetrack will 
be built, while as a special feature of Tanfaran 
Park, the judges’ and timers’ stands will be 
movable, BO that they may be put to one side 
when desired to give a clear field from the 
grandstand on the cccssion of polo, baseball, 
football and other athletic sporte taking place. 

After all, however, the main feature will be the 
grandstaud, which will be located close to the 
railroad track and be ou plans prepared by 
Bliss <& Faville, of this city. Only 120 feet will 
separate it from the station, aud this distance 
will bs traversed by those arriving by the cars 
by means of a covered way to the stairways 
leading to tiers of seats, which will be bnilt to 
accommodate 4,000 spectators. 

The structure will bs 254 feet iu length and 
103 feet in width. The large opeuiugs will be 
treated in segmental arches following the style 
of the Italian reuaissauce, carried on sleider 
wroQght iron columns in front so as not to 
ebstrnct the view of the races. The betting 
ring will afford an unobstructed view of tbe 
events and give a full sight of the finishes. The 
great feature of the building will be the cu 
trance staircase, which will be seventy feet in 
width, leading first to the intermediary story 
and then to the main floor of tbe grand stand. 
Immediately in front of the entrance at 
slightly raised elevation will be the betting 
ring. The stairs will then divide to right and 
left, giving access to the other parts of tbe 
grandstand and notably to the seats either by 
the intermediaiy er tbe main fioor. On tbe 
main fioor will be a small dining room, a Inncb 
room, a kitchen, barber shop, check room and 
other conveniences. A ladies’ gallery, giving a 
full view of the batting ring, retiring rooms 
for the ladies, parlors, etc., will ha tbe prin- 
cipal arrangemeut of tbe intermediary floor. 
Directly iu tbe rear of tbe seats on tbe 
second story will ba a magnificent prome- 
naue 21G feet in length aud 40 feet in width, en- 
closed on all sides by glass, for use between the 
races, while from the rear of the promenade 
will be a balcony permitting those aiready ar- 
rived to watch the approach of the later 
comers. On that floor there will also be a 
dining and a wine room. Finally, projecting 
from the roof will he tvto ornamental dormers, 
with plate-glass windows for tbe nse of the turf 
reporters, who, in addition, will be furnished 
with a toom for the reception of their friends, 
and telegraphic and telephonic conveniences. — 
, San Fraucieco Breeder and Sportsman,
